XJ general that it is hardly confidered as 
eriminal ; efpecially in the fafhionable world. 
Senlible of the confequences refulting from 
_ illicit love; a Right Reverend Prelate has 
endeavoured to introduce a new law, for the 
punifhment of thofe who are convicted of 
Adultery ; his intention was praife-worthy, 
though perhaps a better act than he pro- 
pofed, might poflibly have been framed. 


It however pafied the Houfe of Lords, Buti:

Lower Houfe. It is indeed a difficult mat- 
ter to deter thofe of an abandoned difpofi- 
tion, from the commiffion of crimes where 
the punifhment is trivial: a feparation is 
generally the worft confequence that can 
 énfue in adulterous cafes, and that is but 
_too often what the offending parties de- 
voutly with. This publication may perhaps 
éffect what the law cannot: the tranfaGtions 
i Of thie adulterer and the adulterefs will, by 
being thus pudlickly circulated, preferve 
others from the like crimes, from the fear 
of fhame, when the fear of punifhment 
‘may have but little force,

It requires little or no apology for the 
publication of thefe trials. It may, per- 
haps, (as already obferved) deter the waver- 
ing wanton from the completion of her 
wifhes ; it may be of fervice to the practi+ - 
cers’ in the law, as they may have recourfe 
to thefe trials for information, which will 
anfwer the fame purpofe in this, as the Law 
and Equity Reports in other courts; it will 
fhew to the world im general by what gra- 
dual fteps. affection finks into indifference, 


indifference into difguf, and  difguft into 


averfion: the confequences of which are but 
too apparent from the perufal of thefe 
volumes. When a woman (efpecially of 


the fuperior clafs) has loft that ineftimable 
_ jewel, virtue ; alas! how is fhe fallen! her 


nobility nolonger claims our reverence; her 
coronet ceafes to be enviable; her: birth 
(which fhe has difgraced) but adds to her 


offence; as, from her fituation, it was in- 


-cumbent on her to have been an example of 


purity to the reft of her fex: fhe is indeed 


become the object of the fcorn, pity, and abs 


derifion of her relations, her former afloci< — 
ates, and the public.

the faid Earl and Countefs of Tyrconnel, 


lived and cohabited together as hufband and 


wife, and confummated the {aid marriage 
by carnal copulation and procreation of a 
child. . That the Earl of Tyrconnel was, 
and is a perfon of fober, chafte, and virtu- 
ous life arid converfation, and always treated 
the Countefs of Tyrconnel, his wife, in 
the moft indulgent manref. That not- 
withftanding this, the faid Countefs of 
Tyrconnel, being unmindful of her con- 
jugal vow, and the honour and duty fhe 
owed to her hufband, did contraét and carry 


on an adulterous intercourfe and connection ~ 


with Charles Smith, Efq. and they com- 
mitted the crime of adultery together. 
That the faid Countefs of Tyrconnel after- 


wards eloped from her hufband, and lodged — 
at a houfe in Glanville Street, Rathbone 
Place; and the Earl of Tyrconnel, being — 


informed where fhe was, went to her faid 


lodgings ;

veral times faw her and Mr. Smith walk- 
ing about together in the neighbourhood ; 
and the laft time the faw Lady Tyrconnel 
was about a fortnight ago, when fhe ap-

JAMES WOOD, coachman to the 
Right Hon. George Carpenter, Earl of 
Tyrconnel, aged forty-three years, depofes 
and fays,, That he now is, and for a year

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paft has been, coachman to the faid Earl of 
Tyrconnel, whom he before. knew by 
fight; and has known the Countefs of 
Tyrconnel, his wife, by fight, almoft from 
her childhood; and, by living in Lord 
Tyrconnel’s fervice, he came to know Mr. 
Smith, who goes by the name of Loraine 
Smith: and, the firft time the deponent 
remembers to have feen him, was one day 
in the hard weather, laft winter, when the 
deponent, having drove Lady Tyrconnel in 
her coach to the Serpentine river, in Hyde- 
Park, the faid Mr. Smith came up to the 
coach, and talked fome time with her lady- 
jhip, and he, feveral times after that, vifited _ 
Lady Tyrconnel, at her faid Lord’s houfe 
in Hanover-Square, in the county of Mid= 
dlefex, in his abfence, and, the deponent 
believes, unknown to him: and Lady 
Tyrconnel ufed frequently to ride out on 
_horfeback, when in town, and the depo- 
4 nent attended her at fome of thofe times ; 
and Mr. Smith ufed generally to meet her, 
and 3 join company, and ride with her. He 
further faith, that Lady Tyrconnel ufed to 
frequent Ranclagh, Vauxhall, and all other 

public 
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public places, at fome or other of which 
fhe ufed to be almoft every night, though 
the deponent very feldom drove her at 
night; but on the eleventh of July laft, 
he drove her to Mifs Manners’s, almoft by 
Tyburn Turnpike, from whence he drove | 
her and Mifs Manners to Vauxhall, where 
they ftaid till about twelve o’clock; and, 
when they came out, Mr, Smith came with 
them, and got into the coach: and the 
deponent then drove to Mifs Manners’s, 
‘and fet her down, and then drove his lady 
‘and Mr. Smith to his lodgings in Port-— 
land-Street, and fat him down, and then 
drove his lady home, The next day he 
drove his lady, and another Mifs Man- 
ners, to Ranelagh, where they ftaid till 
about twelve o'clock; and, when they 
came out, Mr. Smith came with them, and 
he drove them all to the end of Conduit- 
Street, where Mr. Smith got out of the 
coach, and Lady Tyrconnel and Mifs Man- 
ners went home to Lord Tyrconnel’s — 
houfe. And he remembers that, on Sunday — 
the thirtieth of June laft, he drove Lady 
Tyrconnel, Mrs. Talbot, Sir Thomas 

Clarges, 
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Clarges, and Mr. Smith, to the Star and 
Garter, on Richmond-hill, where they 
dined ; and went after dinner to Mr. Ho- 
bart’s, on Ham Common; from whence 
they went to Richmond Gardens, where 
they ftaid till almoft ten o’clock, and then 
‘returned to Ham Common; from whence 
they proceeded on the way. to Lord Tyr- 
connel’s feat at Randall’s, in the county of 
Surry: but in Ewell-ftreet, Sir Thomas 
Clarges and Mr. Smith got out of the 
coach, and went into Sir Thomas’s Phaeton, | 
which had followed them; and Lady Tyr- 
connel and Mrs. Talbot went on to Ran- | 
dall’s. 
He further depofes and fays, hat he never 

~ faw Lady ‘Tyrconnel write or fubfcribe her 
name; but has feen letters, which he did, 
and does believe were wrote by her, to Lord 
Tyrconnel; and alfo has feen cards, which 
the footmen have brought down ftairs di- 
re€tly from her ladythip, and which he did, 
and does’ believe had been juft wrote by 
her; and he has by that means fome know- 
ledge of her manner and character of hand- 
writing : and having now carefully viewed 
2 | the 
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the three paper writings, marked * D, EY 
and F. and the fuperfcriptions on the en- 
velopes or ‘covers, now feverally thewn to 
him, he fays’ that: they ‘are all very like 
the hand-writing of Lady .Tyrconnel; and 
he believes the whole feries and ‘contents 
of all, each, and every of the faid: paper 
writings, now fhewn to him, and the fu~ 
per{criptions on the faid. covers, to be all 
feverally and refpeQively of the proper 
hand-writing of Lady. 'Tyrconnel: and he - 
alfo believes that Charles Loraine Smith, 
Efq. to whom the faid letters are directed, 
and the aforefaid Mr. Loraine Smith; was, 
and is, one and the fame perfon. | rt. 

He further depofes and fays, that on the 
13th of July laft, Lord Tyrconnel being at 
Randall’s, where Lady Tyrconnel had pro- 
mifed to go on that day,. or the next, the - 
faid Lady Tyrconnel eloped from, and left 
the, faid Lord Tyrconnel’s houfe, in Ha- 
nover- {quare ; and as the deponent heard 
the next day, went to lodgings in Rath- 
bone Place.

~ JAMES WALLEY, now coachman to 
Mr. Warren, Perfumer, in Marybone- 
{treet, near Golden-fquare, in the county 
of Middlefex, aged about forty years, de- 
pofes and fays, That fome time in the be- 
ginning of laft fummer, but the time more 
particularly he cannot recollect, he being 


in the fervice of one Mr. Clarke, of Crip- 


plegate, (who lets out coaches and. horfes 
to hire) was ordered by him to go toa | 
houfe in or near Rathbone Place, to take 
up fome company; and he accordingly 
went there; and, about eight o’clock in 
the evening, he took up a gentleman and 
alady, both ftrangers to him, and drove 
them to a ready-furnifhed houfe at Stanford 
‘Brook, near Turnham Green, in the county 
of Middlefex, where they ftaid that night, 
and the gentleman alfo ftaid there the 
next night; after which he went away, 
and did not (as the deponent knows of) 
return; but the deponent continued to 
drive the lady, for three weeks and three 
or four days, when he was difcharged’;

The Depofition of Samuel Merrett. 
SAMUEL MERRET, now fervant to 
the Right Hon. George Carpenter, Earl 
of Tyrconnel, aged about twenty-two or 
_ twenty-three years, depofes and fays, That 
before the marriage of Lord Tyrconnel, 
the deponent was fervant to him, at the 
houfe of his grandmother, Lady Carpen- 
ter; and, upon his marriage, went to live 
with him in the capacity of under butler; 
in which ftation he lived for about a year 
and an half, or two years, and then became - 
footman to his wife, the Countefs of Tyr- 
connel, whom he knew by fight when 
‘Lady Frances Manners; and he continued 
to be her footman till fhe left his lordfhip’ $ 
houfe. And faith) that, about a year and 
2% an 
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an half ago, as he beft remembers, Lady 
Tyreonnel became acquainied with one 
Mr. Loraine Smith, who, as he believes, 
was not then acquainted with Lord Tyr- 
connel: and the faid Loraine Smith ufed 
frequently to vifit Lady Tyrconnel, at the 
faid Lord’s houfe in Hanover-fquare, in 
the abfence of, and, as he believes, un- 
known to Lord Tyrconnel; particularly 
when he was in Hampfhire, at his faid 
erandmother’s, Loraine Smith came and 
breakfafted three or four mornings with 
Lady Tyrconnel, at her faid houfe, when 
they- were for a confiderable time, and one 
morning for three hours alone together: 
and Loraine Smith twice vifited Lady Tyr-. 
connel at Lord Tyrconnel’s country houfe 
at Randall’s, in the county of Surry, in 
the abfence of, and, as he believes, un- 
known to Lord Tyrconnel. He further 
faith, that Lady Tyrconnel, when in town, 
ufed frequently to ride out on horfeback, 
and the deponent feveral times attended 
her; and, at moft of thofe times, Loraine 
Smith met her, and joined company with 
her; and they rode together, fometimes in 


CORE Ee: Hyde- 
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Hyde-Park, and fometimes in the King’s- — 
road, and generally parted before they came 
near home; though he has fometimes come 
with her to the ftables, which are at the © 
back of the houfe: and the faid Lady Tyr- 
connel ufed to frequent Ranelagh,:Vaux- 
hall, and all other public places, and fcarce 
miffed an evening being at one or other of 
them; and the deponent conftantly attend- 
ed her on thofe occafions, and therefore 
knows that Loraine Smith almoft always 
came out with her from fuch places, and 
was by her carried to his lodgings in her 
coach: and the deponent obferved that fhe 
always fet down the reft of her company 
firft, and Loraine Smith was the laft perfon 
left in. the coach with her; though fhe 
ufed fometimes to go greatly out of her 
way from Loraine Smith’s lodgings, to 
have him the laft in the coach with her; 
_ and Lady Tyrconnel and Loraine Smith, 
-were, by that means, alone together in her 
‘coach at different hours, from eleven at 
night, till one or two o’clock in the motn- 
ing ; but they were only fo alone from the 
time the laft perfon was fet down, till they 
arrived © 
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artived at his lodgings, which was feldom 
more than a quarter of an hour at a time. 

He further depofes and fays, that he has 
feveral times feen Lady Tyrconnel write 
cards, and, by that means, has fuch a know- 
ledge of her hand-writing, as to know it 
when fhewn to him; and, having now 
carefully viewed the three letters or paper 
writings now fhewn to him, marked D, E, 
and F, and the feveral {uperfcriptions on the 
envelopes or covers thereto, he faith that 
he believes the whole feries and contents _ 
of the faid three letters now fhewn to him, 
to be of the proper hand-writing of Lady 
Tyrconnel ; but thinks all the faid fuper- 
{criptions are in a larger hand than fhe 
wrote: and he alfo believes that Charles 
Loraine Smith, Efq. to whom the faid . 
three letters are direéted, and Loraine 
Smith, Efg. by him before mentioned, 
was, and is one and the fame perfon. 

. He further depofes and fays, that on the 
thirteenth of July laft, and when Lord 
~'Tyrconnel was at his country houfe, at 
Randall’s, fhe the faid Lady Tyrconnel 
eloped from, and left his houfe.

SAMUEL DICKWEED, porter to the 
Right Hon. George Carpenter, Eatfl of 
Tyrconnel, aged forty years and upwards, — 
depofes and fays, that he now is, and for 
three years paft has been, porter to Lord 
Tyrconnel, whom he hath known fome 
years, and by that means came to know 
the Countefs of Tyrconnel, his wife; and 
by being porter to Lord Tyrconnel, he 
came to know Charles Loraine Smith, 
Efquire; who feldom came to vifit Lord 
Tyrconnel, but very frequently vifited 
Lady Tyrconnel, at his houfe in Hanover- 
Square, in his abfence, and unknown to 
him, (as the deponent verily believes) and 
Charles Loraine Smith ufed generally to 
enquire firft for one Mrs. Talbot, who was 
an acquaintance of her ladyfhip’s: and the 
faid Charles Loraine Smith, Efquire, at 
feveral of the times he fo vifited Lady 
Tyrconnel, ufed to be alone with her for 
a confiderable time; and he particularly 
remembers that, on Tuefday the ninth of 
July laft, Charles Loraine Smith came to 

I Lord 
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Lord Tyrconnel’s houfe, and, after en- 
. quiring firft if Mrs. Talbot was come, he 
afked if Lady Tyrconnel was at home; 
and the deponent told him fhe was; and 
then fhewed him up fairs, into the room 
where Lady Tyrconnel was alone: and he 
then ftaid with Lady Tyrconnel till pait 
two oclock, during which time the 
deponent went up with feveral meflages, 
and always found Lady Tyrconnel and 
Charles Loraine Smith alone: and on Mon- 
day, the firft of July, they went out alone 
together in Lord Tyrconnel’s coach, to go 
_ toLord Tilney’s; and, when the went out, 
fhe left orders for a frefh pair of horfes to 
be ready at eight o’clock, to fetch her from 
Vauxhall. He further faith, that Lady 
Tyrconnel almoft every day, when in 
town, ufed to ride out, either on horfe- 
_ back, or in her carriage; and the depo- 
ment, almoft every day, faw Charles Loraine 
‘Smith ride by in fight of the front of Lord 
Tyrconnel’s houfe; and Lady Tyrconnel 
ufed as conftantly, on his riding by, to

That the de- 
ponent having delivered fuch anfwer, the 
gentleman went into the room where Lady 
Blake then was fitting, which was a parlour 
below ftairs. ‘That, in about half an hour 
afterwards, or fome fhert time, coffee 
having. been carried into the parlour, the 
deponent. was fent for, and direéted by 
Lady Blake to take all her things out of 
her chaife, and to put them into the chaife 
in which the gentleman came; and which 
was immediately done. That fuch chaife 
was not a common. poft-chaife, but be- 
longed to the faid gentleman, as. the 
deponent underftood, and believes. That 
Lady Blake’s own chaife and a trunk (the 
contents having been emptied into the 
other chaife) were then left in the care of | 
the. 
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the Landlord of the faid inn at Ilford: 

That; as foon asevery thing could be got 
réady; Lady Blake and the gentleman left 
the faid inn; in the poft-chaife and four ; 
and the deponent, and the foreign fervant 
(whofe name is Vincenzo Maro) followed 
.on horfe-back. He: further: faith that 
’ though he did not, at the faid inn at Ilford; 
know the faid gentleman, yet he afterwards 
found, and well knows him to be George 
Bofcawen, Efquire; an officer in the Horfe 
Grenadier Guards, and a member for Tturo; 
in the county of Cornwall; and the depo- 
nent hath often feen him frank letters,. 
which had been left for that purpofe, at 
his houfe or lodgings at Tingmouth in 
Devonflire. 

He further fays, sae, from the fai j inn 
at Ilford, Lady Blake and George Bof- 
cawen, Efquire, went to Shooter’s Hill, 
and from thence, on the fame day, to Dart- 
ford, in Kent, to the inn called the Granby 
Head, where they took frefh horfes; and 
the deponent, and the faid Vincenzo Maro; 
took a chaife and pair, and followed them 
en directly to Dever; where they arrived 
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Lady Blake. go 
(having travelled all night) about five 
o’clock the next morning, to wit, Monday 
the 13th of May, 1776, as the deponent 
beft remembers the time. That the de- 
ponent thinks the inn they went to at. 
Dover was the fign of the Ship: that Lady 
Blake and Mr. Bofcawen breakfafted at the 
faid inn at Dover: that they were then 
called Mr. and Mrs. Thompfon, by which 
name Mr. Bofcawen had, when he was at 
Shooter’s Hill, defired the deponent to call 
them. ‘That, as foon as breakfaft was 
over, Lady Blake, and Mr. Bofcawen, and 
this deponent and the faid Vincenzo Maro, 
and another fervant (whofe name was 
Schallon, and who had. ordered a veffel to.

Omer’ s, but the deponent knows not. the 
name of the inn, nor does he know how, 
or in what apartments Mr. Bofcawen and 
Lady Blake lay: but the deponent carried 
the chaife feat into the bed-chamber, where 
he underftood the faid lady was to lie!’

Mrs. Bofcawen, That, fome time 
about the end of June, or beginning. of 
july, 1776; the faid houfe called Chateau 
de Maubranche was, taken, and Lady Blake 
and Mr. Bofcawen lived therein, from 
that time till fome time in April or May, 
laft, when they returned to England, from. 
Bourges to Paris, and then to St. Omers, 
and from thence to Calais, and.fo to Dover ; 
‘and the depenent. and Vincenzo Maro <at- 
tended them the whcle time. ‘The depo~. 
nent further faith that, during the whole

ted the crime of adultery together. That, 
on their return to England; they ftaid two : 
or three days at: Paris, and: alfo. twoor 
three days at St. Omer’s, at-anvinnycalled _. 
the Poft-houfe. ..'That, juft before: they. . 
came to Calais, Mr. Bofeawen/ directed;the, _ 
deponent to call him and the,lady Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilon:: that they ftdid-one/ nighti.at 
Calais, but the deponent.-knows': notshew. — 
they lay there, nor on’ the jroadj,-fave that 
they lay at the Silver Lion at Calis. oT hat 
they. ftaid one night at. Dovér,)} and. them 
went en to Brighthelmftone}; where, they: 
dined at the fign of the Ship from ‘thence 
they went to Chichefter, through towns the 
‘names .of which he does not know, leaving | 
Portfmouth on.the left-hand, from thence, 
to Exeter, in. Devonfhire, where they flep¢ 
one-night, and then. went to. the Globe: Inn 
at Tingmouth, about thirteen or fourteen.

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miles from Exeter. _ That they ftaid at 
fuch inn. for about a week or more, and 
they then. took lodgings at Tingmouth, at 
the houfe of one Randall, a cooper there;

now refides, and with whom he has lived 
pretty near four months. ‘That Lady Blake 
and Mr. Bofcawen were called Mr. and 
Mrs. Bofcawen, as well at Sheldon as at 
Tingmouth ; but the people in and about 
Sheldon ufed to fufpect her to be Lady 
Blake, and fhe ‘had letters directed to her 
as Lady Blake; but fhe was not vifited, on 
account of her connetion with Mr. Bof- 
cawen. That Lady Blake and Mr. ‘Bof- 
cawen lived and cohabited together, in all 
re{pects, like hufband and wife; and, as far — 
as the deponent faw or knew, and, as he 
| verily 
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verily believes, ufed to lie, when at Shel- 
don, naked and alone, in one and the fame 
bed; and he has very often heard them 
fpeaking together, when he has gone up 
{tairs to the bed-chamber (where they lay) 
with a fhirt or handkerchief, or the like, 
for Mr. Bofcawen. And the deponent 
faith that, when he left Langham, in May 
1776, with Lady Blake, fhe had five chil- 
dren by her hufband Sir Patrick Blake, 
the producent, fome of which were then 
_at Langham; Mafter Blake, the eldeft fon, 
being then at fchool. That the deponent 
never faw Sir Patrick Blake till yefterday to 
his knowledge; and he then faw him at his 
houfe in Charles Street, near the Middlefex 
Hofpital. That the deponent believes Lady 
Blake ftill cohabits with Mr. Bofcawen, 
for he faw her at Mr. Bofcawen’s houfe at 
Sheldon about two months ago.

The Depofition of Mark Gibbard. 


MARK GIBBARD, mafter of the inn, 
known by the fign of the Green Man, at 
ford, in the county of Effex, aged forty- 
five years, fays, that on Sunday the 12th 
of May, 1776, to the beft of his know- 
ledge and belief as to the time, a lady 
came in a poft-chaife, about one o'clock, | 
to the deponent’s houfe, or inn, called the 
Green Man, at Ilford, in Effex. 'That the 
lady was alone in the faid poft-chaife, and 
was attended by one fervant, a young man 
on horfe-back: that the lady had a re- 
markable white French dog with her in 
the carriage: that the poft-chaife was 
painted green, and hada cypher on it, 
which was P.B. That fuch lady dined © 
foon after fhe came to the inn; and, in 
about an hour after the firft arrived at the 
inn, a gentleman in a poft-chaife arrived 
there; and, as the deponent beft remem- 
bers, he afked for the lady who owned the 
carriage, with the letters P. B. for a cy- 
: pher: 
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pher: that he went into the room to the 
faid lady, and they drank coffee together 
there; and, in about an hour and an half, 
the faid lady and gentleman went away to- 
gether, in the gentleman’s poft-chaife, and 
were followed on horfe-back by their fer- 
vants; to wit, by the fervant who came 
with the lady, and the fervant who came 
with the gentleman : that the lady’s things 
were taken from her chaife, and put into 
the gentleman’s carriage ; and the lady left 
her chaife and an empty trunk, in charge 
with the deponent to keep till fent for. 
That the faid lady and gentleman were, and 
are ftrangers to the deponent. He further 
faith that, in about feven or eight days 
after the faid lady’s poft-chaife had been 
left at his houfe, or inn, he received a letter 
figned Charles Bunbury, informing him, 
that the chaife, left at the deponent’s houfe, 
belonged to Sir Patrick Blake ; and defired 
it might be taken care of till fent for: and, 
on or about the twenty-fixth of May, 
1776, a gentleman, who faid his name was 
Murphy, came and demanded the faid car-

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riage, and gave the deponent a * receipt 
for the fame, and for the faid empty trunk. 
That the deponent well remembers a gen- 
tleman, like a clergyman, took notice of . 
_ the faid chaife as it ftood in the deponent’s 
yard, afew days before the deponent re- 
ceived the faid letter ; and he afked the de-: 
ponent how. long he had had it, and faid 
it belonged to Sir Patrick Blake. . That 
the deponent thinks the {aid gentleman's 
name was Woolafton. “He Phthoe faith, 
that he learned from his oftler, when they 
returned, that they had carried the faid 
gentleman and lady to Shooter’ s Hill.

‘inn at Ilford, that a lady came, in a green 
poft-chaife and four horfes, from Ingate-: 
ftone, and that fuch chaife had a canis 
on it which was P. B. and the faid lady 
dined there. That, when the came to the 
inn, fhe was attended by one fervant on 
horfe-back: that, in about an hour after 
the lady came, a gentleman j in a poft-chaife 
and pair arrived at the faid inn, and there 
was a fervant in the faid chaife with the 
gentleman : that the deponent underftood 
from the boy, that the gentleman came

‘Turin,. attended at an inn there to drefs an 
Englifh gentleman, whom he now well 
knows, to be George Bofcawen, Efquire, 
and who then went by the name of Bof-

France, and England, from the faid 20th 
of October, 1775, till the month of June, 
1777.

“WN the abovementioned libel, Charles 
a Daly, Efquire, of the parifh of St. 
George, Hanover Square, in the county of 
Middlefex, fets forth, that he was, and is a 
gentleman of an antient family, and con= 
fiderable eftate, in the county of Galway in 
Jieland; that on or about the twenty- 
ninth of April 1747, he intermarried, with 
Anaftatia Daly, his coufin, and daughter 
of Peter Daly, of Quanfbury, in the county 
of Galway, Efq. that they cohabited to- 
gether for divers years then next follow- 
ing. That in or about the month of No-— 
yember, 1761, he the faid Charles Daly 
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came from his feat in the county of Galway 
to Dublin, to attend his duty there in the 
Houfe of Commons as reprefentative for 
the faid county ; and continued in Dublin 
with his wife and family till the rifing of 
the Parliament, which happened in or 
about the month of May 1762. ‘That 
during the time of his refidence in Dublin, 
the Right Hon, Francis Thomas Fitzmau- 
rice, Efq. ‘commonly called Earl of Kerry, 
became acquainted with Anaftatia Daly, his 
wife, paid her great attention, was ob- 
ferved to be always near her at public 
places, ‘and to take particular notice of 
her: that the faid Anaftatia Daly was fe- 
duced by the faid Earl of Kerry to with- 
draw her duty and affeGtion from her huf- 
band, and to hold a criminal converfation 
with him. That at the rifing of the Par- 
liament in or about May, 1762, the faid 
Charles Daly, Efq. defired his wife to re~_ 
turn with him to his feat in the country at 
Loughrea, which fhe declined under pre- 
tence that fhe was in a bad ftate of health, 
and thought it neceflary to have the advice 
of Dr. Smith, an eminent phyfician of

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Dublin; and-that it would be alfo -ne- 
ceflary that fhe fhould. ftay at Dublin to 
carry on a fuit they had in the Exchequer ; 
which pretended reafons occafioned Mr. 
Daly’s not infifting upon her then leaving 
Dublin, but went into the county of Gal- 
way without her, where he continued till 
about the month of Odtober then next fol- 
lowing, when he received a letter from 
Lady Kingfland, a fitter of the faid Ana- 
ftatia, that fhe was ill at Lady Kingfland’s 
houfe at Turvey, about eight miles from 


Dublin ; ; that he went thither to her, and. 


continued there for fome time till the 
recovered, and then accompanied her to 
Dublin ; where, after ftaying with her two 
or three days, he again prefled her to go 
with him into the country, which fhe re- 
fufed to comply with ; alledging that her 
health required her continuing at Dublin, 
to be near her phyfician. The faid Charles 
Daly thereupon went into the country 
without her, and continued there till about 
F ebruary, 1763; ; when he returned to — 
Dublin, and ftaid with his wife for about 
three days, when the refufed to admit him

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to her bed; telling him that Dr. Smith 
had advifed her againft laying with him, 

for that it would probably be the death of 
her. He thereupon returned into the coun- 
try, and refided in the county of Galway, 
during moft part of the following fummer ; : 
during which time he frequently fent let- 
ters to the faid Anaftatia, prefling her to 
come into the country to him, but all to 
no purpofe. That the faid Anaftatia, upon 
the death of her father, which happened 
in or about the year 1757, became entitled 
to, and hath fince received andenjoyed toher - 
own feparate ufe, upwards of five hundred 
pounds a year, being a third part of the in- 
come of her faid father’s eftate, during the 
life of her mother, who hath ‘befides a 
jointure of upwards of one thoufand pounds 
a year out of the faid eftate, which after 
her death will defcend to Anaftatia Daly, 
and her two fifters.

and then got on horfeback on a pillion be- 
hind him; and the faid Thomas Street was 
hired, and paid by the Earl of Kerry, or his 
agents. That during the refidence of Ana- 
ftatia Daly at Dublin, between May 1762, 
and January 1764, the faid Earl of Kerry 
and fhe carried on a very intimate, familiar, 
and indecent acquaintance and converfation, 
and were frequently alone together at each 
others houfes at improper and unfeafonable 
hours; fhe, the faid Anaftatia, frequently 
paying morning vifits to the faid Earl of 
Kerry at his houfe, and often dining, fup- 
ping, and ftaying alone with him there till 
late in the evening, and fometimes till two 
or three o'clock in the morning: and at 
fuch times, when fhe came there in the 
morning, fhe frequently went into his lord» 


- fhip’s 
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fhip’s ftudy, and ftaid there for fome time 
alone together; and the fervants in the 
Farl’s family had particular orders given 
them, by his lordfhip, not to come into any 
of the rooms where he was after eleven 
o'clock, unlefs particularly called, or rung 
for. And the Earl of Kerry ufed fre- 
quently to vifit her at her houfe, and dine,

The Depofition of Eleanor Street. 


ELEANOR STREET, wife of Thomas

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efcapé if the could, and that men and 
horfes would be ready to convey her away. 
Accordingly the deponent engaged the faid 
Manning, his wife, and the faid Bedor, to 
be ready at any time to walk with Mrs. 
Daly, to whatever place the horfes were to 
meet her, in order to her efcape whenever 
fhe could get out; and, about three or four 
days, before fhe efcaped, .the deponent’s 
hufband came down to Loughrea, and told 
her that he had been employed by Lady 
Kingfland to help Mrs. Daly to make her 
efcape, and was come down for that pur- 
pofe, and.had a horfe ready to carry her to 
Dublin; but no opportunity immediately 
offering for her to efcape, Thomas Street 
(who went by the name of Thomas Shaw) 
was fent to ride about the couptry till an 
opportunity fhould offer; which happening 
on Sunday night the fixth of May, 1764, 
Mrs. Daly went out of the faid houfe, and 
_ was conducted by Manning, his wife, and 
fon, to a place about. half a mile diftance 
from Loughrea, where Thomas Street was 
waiting with a horfe ; upon which fhe. 
went with Thomas Street to her mother’s

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houfe at Quanbury, about thirteen or 
fourteen miles (from Loughrea; where the 
deponent went to her the next day, and 
where fheand Mrs. Daly itaid about two 
or three days, when Lady Kingfland fent a 
fervant and fetched her away; but where 
the went fhe knows not; nor did the fee 
her again till fometime in the month of

that the chamber on the firft floor had a 
bed therein, but the deponent does not 
know that the door was kept locked, but 
when Mrs. Daly was in bed, fhe laying in 
fuch chamber, nor did fhe keep the key

thereof, but the fame was always open for 
the fervant of the houfe to go in and clean 
the fame, faving which the people of the 
houfe had no bufinefs to goin. She fur- 
ther faith that in a few days after Mrs.

The Depofition of Thomas Street. 


THOMAS STREET, now fervant to 
Anaftatia Daly, one of the parties in this 
caufe, aged twenty-feven years, depofes 
and fays that this deponent’s wife, Eleanor 
Street, lived as a fervant with Anaftatia 
Daly, party in this caufe, at Dublin in the 
a of Ireland; and, on the roth of 
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January, 1764, was fent to a-place called 
Loughrea in the county of Galway, in , 
Ireland, together with Anaftatia Daly, by 
Charles Daly, Efg. the hufband of the faid 
Anaftatia Daly, and the producent in this 
caufe; and was there confined by him ina 
Bae he had there. ‘That, fome time in - 
the latter end of April following, he 
received a meflage from Lady Kingfland, 
who is the faid Anaftatia Daly’s fifter, in 
purfuance of which he went to her at her 
houfe at Dublin, when the told him not to 
make himfelf uneafy about his wife, for 
that fhe would write to her. fifter, Mrs. 
“Daly, and would aftewards go and bring his | 
wife to Dublin with her; and, at the fame 
time, told him fhe would fend to him | 
again in a little time, which fhe accord- 
ingly did in about ten days afterwards ; 
and, upon his going to her, fhe afked him 
if he fhould like to go and fee his wife, to 
which he replied he fhould, and would go 
and bring her away, for he did not like 
fhe fhould live there, meaning at Loughrea 
aforefaid ; to which Lady Kingfland faid, 
that, if he chofe to 80, fhe would give:

him fifty guineas to buy a horfe, and de 
fray his expences, if he would deliver a 
packet to one Mrs. Pigott at Loughrea ;

there) fhe would, upon his return, give 
hitn two hundred pounds ;. for that the 
faid Charles Daly ufed her very ill in con-

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_ Daly’s houfe, left fome of the guards 
whom he had placed to watch Mrs. Daly, 

might fee him and ufe-him ill. 
‘He further faith that on the day after 
his arrival at Loughrea, he received a note 
in Mrs. Daly’s hand-writing, ordering him 
to go to a village called Gort, about thir- — 
teen miles from Loughrea, and ftay there 
till Sunday, when he was to return to 
Loughrea with a horfe; and in coming to 
Loughrea, on the faid Sunday, he received 
- a note on his way from his wife, directing

Mrs. Daly behind him on his horfe, and 
by her directions carried her to her mo- 
ther’s, at a place called Quanfbury, about

room, and a bed-chamber up one pair of 
ftairs, and a bed in the garret for her foot. 
man; in which lodging, Mrs. Daly ftaid 
about a fortnight; and, in about three or 
four days after her arrival at Briftol, Lord 


_ Kerry (whem the deponent has known by

He further faith that the faid Peter Daly, 
father of Anaftatia Daly, at his death, 
which happened, to the beft of his re- 
membrance as tg the time, about fix or. 
feyen years ago, left Anaftatia Daly fome 
income arifing out of a freehold eftate for 
her own feparate ufe, and which income — 
he has heard was about four or five hun- 
dred pounds a year: and he has alfo heard 
and believes that the mother of the faid 
Anaftatia Daly, was left by. the faid Peter 
Daly, | 
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Daly, with a jointure of about one thou- 
{and pounds a year, arifing out of the afore- 
{aid eftate ; and'which, as he has alfo heard 
and believes, at the death of her mother, 
will defcend to Anaftatia Daly and her two 
fitters. And he further faith that Charles 
Daly the producent is member of par- 
liament for the county of Galway, in 
Ireland ; and, fometime in or about the 
month of November, 1761, he came with 
Anaftatia Daly and their family to the city 
of Dublin from the country, to attend his 
‘duty in parliament, and ftaid there with 
them till the rifing of the faid parliament ;

hired into Mr. Harris’s fervice, to attend 
Elizabeth Martha Chichely Harris, his 
wife, as her own maid: that from the be- 
haviour of the faid Elizabeth Martha Chi- 
chely Harris, party in this caufe, during 
the time the deponent acted in the capacity 

of her fervant, the deponent believes Bli- 
zabeth Martha Chichely Harris to be a 
woman of a lewd abandoned difpofition ; 
and that fhe carried on an adulterous inter- 
courfe with the Rev. John Craven,,. clerk, 
who. was very frequently at Mr. Harris’s 
houfe, during the time the deponent acted © 
as Mrs, Harris’s fervant; and there ap- | 
peared to be a very great intimacy: and 
friendfhip between: Mr, Harris: and Mr, 
Craven: and Mr. Craven ufed very fre 
quently to be at Mr. Harris’s.houfe; for a

—and the-deponent hath feen Mrs. Harris

2 
This deponent further faith, that, in or 
about the latter end of March, 1775, Mr. 
Harris, the deponent’s mafter, went to 
Coventry ona vifit, and he ftaid for near 
three weeks from home, as the deponent 
believes: that, during his abfence, and, 
as fhe believes, on Saturday the eighth of 
April, 1775, in the evening, her miftrefs 
acquainted the deponent and the other fer= 
vants, as the deponent believes,—that the 
expected their mafter, meaning Mr. Harris, 
home that night: that, in the evening of 
the faid Saturday, Mr. Craven, and his 
groom, John Seymour, came to Mr. Har- 
ris’s houfe; but Mr. Harris did not return 
for 
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for neat a week after, as the believes. That, 
after Mr. Craven’s arrival that evening, 
Mrs. Harris told the deponent,; and the 
houfe-maid, Elizabeth Holden, to air a 
pair of clean fheets ; and put them on her 
bed, which was done accordingly.

her to her chamber and undrefled her: 
that it was Mrs. Harris’s cuftom, to go 
into the kitchen every night, and to fee the 
fire put entirely out, and the kitchen put 
to rights, before the family went to bed ;

N the Libel above-mentioned, the Right 
Hon. Frederic Lord Vifcount Boling- 
broke, and Vifcount St. John, of Batter- 
fea, of the parifh of St. George, Hanover 
Square, fets forth, that about the year 
1757, he being a batchelor, of the age of 
twenty years and upwards, did make his 
addreffes and courtfhip, in the way of 
marriage, to Diana Vifcountefs Boling- 
broke, then the Honourable Diana Spen- 
cer, eldeft daughter of the Moft Noble 
Charles, then Duke of Marlborough ; 
at that time a fpinfter of ‘the age of

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twenty-one years: and upwards; and the 
faid Diana Spencer, now  Vifcountefs 
Bolingbroke, did, with the approbation of — 
her father, receive and entertain the faid 
Lord Bolingbroke, as a fuitor to her in the 
way of marriage. That, on the eighth of 
September, 1757, the faid Frederic Lord 
Vifcount Bolingbroke, and the Honourable 
Lady Diana Spencer, were, by the confent 
of the Moft Noble Duke of Marlborough, 
her father, lawfully joined together in holy 
matrimony, at the Duke of Marlborough’s 
houfe, at Harbledown, in the county of 
Kent, in the prefence of divers of the fa- 
mily and relations of the faid Lady Diana 
Spencer. That they afterwards lived and

MARIA ALFORD, fpinfter, now fer- 
‘vant to, and living with Samuel Cox, Efq. 
in Southampton Buildings, London, aged 
twenty-four years, depofes and fays, that 
on the twentieth day of Auguft laft, this 
deponent went to live as a fervant with 
Lady Bolingbroke, one of the parties in 
this caufe, at her houfe in Charles Street,

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Berkley Square, and continued in fuch 
fervice for five weeks; but had been hired 
five weeks before the went to live with the. 
faid Lady Bolingbroke, by Mary Lees, her 
“houfekeeper ; in order to look after the 
faid houfe, whilft Lady Bolingbroke went 
into the country; and was to have nine 
fhillings a week for wages, and board, and 
was defired by the faid Mary Lees, at the 
time fhe hired her, not to difappoint her, 
but to be ready whenever the fent for her, 
be it when. it- would: and that, on or 
about the twentieth of Augutt following, 
as aforefaid, a poftitlion belonging to one 
Mr. Topham Beauclerk (as fhe has fince 
found him to be) came to her, and ordered 
her to come to Lady Bolingbroke directly ; 
and accordingly fhe went, on that day, 
about fix o'clock: that fhe that night faw 
Mary Lees, who feemed to be, and, as the © 
deponent verily’ believes, was much con- 
-fufed, and in a great hurry; and told ‘the. 
deponent that her lady, meaning Lady 
Bolingbroke, was going out of town, but 
was taken ill with acold, and could not

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go: that, till about twelve o’clock that 
night, the deponent heard a very great 
noife in the houfe, as of the {treet- door 
opening and fhutting,, and of people going

therefore fhe-does not believe that, éver 
fince the has lived with her as aforefaid, 
Lord Bolingbroke hath had accefs to Lady 
Bolingbroke, or had carnal knowledge of 
her: and fhe further faith, that, Lady 
Bolingbroke lived in Clarges Street, afore- 
faid, for about half a year, after the de-

She fur- 
ther faith, that, when the deponent fo 
went into her faid fervice, Lady Boling- 
broke lived alone, and apart from the Right 
Hon. Lord Bolingbroke, her hufband, the 
producent, and the other party in this 
caufe, but, when they firft parted, the 

‘does not know; that, during the whole 
time fhe lived in her faid fervice, Lord

SAMUEL MILLER, of Old Pye

WILLIAM HUNTER, Doéor of
